To  Subscribers  and  Friends  of  Felixstowe  Cottage  Hospital. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Chairman  for  the  year  1928,  it  has  fallen  to  me  to  write 
an  introduction  to  the  report  for  the  year. 

Subscribers. 

By  an  arbitrary  line — an  income  limit  of  two  hundred 
pounds  a  year — our  subscribers  may  be  divided  into  two 
categories.  Those  above  that  limit  give  anything  they  please, 
those  below  it  give  a  fixed  amount  of  contribution  under 
the  scheme. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  Hospital’s  work  the  unlimited 
subscribers  numbered  175,  out  of  a  population  of  8666  ;  and  they 
gave  £223.  In  1928,  with  the  population  increased  to  13,150,  we 
only  get  165  subscribers,  who  together  contributed  £205  13  6. 

Kven  if  the  exactions  of  income  tax  affect  the  amount  of 
individual  subscriptions,  the  Board  are  entitled  to  look  for  250 
subscribers  in  1928  as  against  175  in  1911.  (8666: 13150::  175  :  256.) 
I  put  it  thus  baldly,  not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  Hospital,  but 
also  for  the  sake  of  the  souls  of  potential  subscribers. 

They  would  have  known  what  I  mean  had  they  been  present 
at  a  party  at  the  Orwell  Hotel  in  January  last.  At  a  Gargantuan 
feast — it  lasted  four  hours,  though  I  did  not  stay  till  the  finish — 
about  seventy  of  those  indefatigable  workers,  the  collectors  for 
the  Contributory  Fund,  were  entertained  at  “tea.”  The  Rector 
of  one  of  the  Trimleys,  a  constant  friend  to  the  Hospital,  in 
addressing  those  present  very  truly  said  that  the  practice  of 
steady  self-denial  shown  by  the  subscribers  to  the  Contributory 
Scheme  benefited  not  merely  the  Hospital  alone.  There  was  a 
spiritual  good  also  accruing  to  the  systematic  exercise  of  the 
work  of  benevolence.  The  fact  that  there  are  over  three  thousand 
of  our  small  community,  with  sixty  or  seventy  collectors,  bound 
together  in  one  communion  and  fellowship  in  support  of  our 
Hospital,  is  at  once  inspiring  and  encouraging. 
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Not  but  what  the  subscribers  to  the  scheme  get  good  value 
for  their  money.  The  scale  of  contribution  is  the  lowest  of  any. 
It  ensures  them  admission  to  a  Hospital,  wherein,  should  it  be 
their  bad  luck  to  need  an  operation,  their  chance  of  recovery  is 
at  least  twice  as  great  as  in  the  great  general  Hospitals.  Our 
Hospital  is  classed  in  group  C,  hospitals  being  graded  in  relation 
to  size,  Were  they  classified  as  were  recruits  in  the  war — 
according  to  quality — our  Hospital  would  qualify  for  group  A. 
It  is  also  a  living  organism,  succoured  and  fertilised  by  the  whole 
community,  and  as  such  is  well  worth  the  attention  of  all  who 
believe  in  the  stability  and  permanence  of  the  voluntary  system. 

Retrospective. 

The  Hospital,  so  far  as  1928  is  concerned,  is  happy  in  having 
no  history  but  that  of  service  well  and  truly  performed. 

I  propose,  therefore,  as  we  are  entering  upon  the  twentieth 
year  of  the  Hospital’s  life,  to  give  a  brief  review  of  the  changed 
conditions  both  in  medical  practice  and  in  the  incidence  of 
disease,  not  merely  in  the  Hospital’s  lifetime,  but  within  that  of 
a  single  individual. 

Until  forty  years  ago,  Felixstowe  had  no  sanitary  authority. 
Sanitation  was  feudal.  Except  for  a  few  houses  “on  the  front” 
there  was  no  public  water  supply.  All  other  houses  were 
dependant  upon  surface  wells,  The  water  from  the  crag  was 
inexhaustible,  easily  obtained,  excellent  as  regards  taste  and 
purity.  But  the  wells  were  often  so  sited  as  to  secure  contamin¬ 
ation  from  cess  pits  and  slop  water.  There  was  only  one  house 
with  a  bathroom.  The  collection  and  distribution  of  milk  was 
effected  under  conditions  which,  to  the  medical  officer,  were 
startling.  The  recommendations  he  made  to  the  Local  Board 
on  public  health  grounds  were  considered  so  drastic  that  he  was 
openly  denounced  as  an  enemy  of  the  people,  and  as  an  officious 
disturber  of  the  reputation  of  a  health  resort.  But,  unlike  the 
hero  of  Ibsen’s  play,  he  managed  to  survive.  He  lived,  in  fact, 
to  reach  a  red  letter  day  in  his  life,  when  a  farmer,  a  former 
opponent,  wrote  to  him  saying  that  after  observing  for  himself, 
he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  cattle  did  better  in  clean 
conditions  than  in  dirty,  and  that  cows,  if  allowed  the  choice, 
drank  clean  water  rather  than  foul. 

Fostered  by  the  conditions  then  prevailing,  it  is  not  surpris¬ 
ing  that  diseases  of  which  at  the  present  time  we  have  little 
knowledge,  were  rampant.  Scarlet  fever,  in  its  malignant  form, 
paid  visitations  every  few  years.  I  have  known  it  wipe  out 
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whole  families.  I  have  known  it  kill  within  forty-eight  hours, 
as  surely  and  inevitably  as  the  plague  itself.  Epidemic  diarrhoea 
was  an  annual  horror.  The  finer  the  summer,  the  higher  the 
death  rate.  Nine  babies  were  killed  by  it  one  beautiful  summer 
in  Walton  alone,  then  with  half  its  present  population.  As 
regards  these  two  diseases  at  the  present  time  there  has  been  no 
death  from  either  for  some  years.  Both  have  been  vanquished 
by  pure  water,  clean  milk,  and  unpolluted  soil. 

Many  years  ago,  surprised  at  the  prevalence  of  tubercular 
diseases  in  the  district,  I  tried  to  ascertain  how  we  compared 
with  earlier  times.  The  earliest  records  I  could  find  related  to 
about  a  century  ago.  Nomenclature  was  then  archaic,  but  under 
such  terms  as  King’s  Evil,  scrofula,  weak  chests,  and  suchlike, 
I  found  such  numbers  as  led  me  to  conclude  that  tubercle  in  its 
various  forms,  was  then,  as  compared  with  the  time  of  my  enquiry, 
at  least  twice  as  prevalent.  The  general  attitude  towards  tubercle 
of  the  lung,  or  consumption,  was  that  it  was  sort  of  domestic  or 
family  misfortune.  Families  went  into  a  “  decline,”  and  that 
was  the  end  of  them.  Medical  men  even  shut  their  eyes  to  it  in 
its  early  stages,  calling  cases  “weak”  lungs.  To  make  a  diag¬ 
nosis  of  phthisis  was  to  sign  a  death  warrant.  Wealthy  cases 
took  themselves  to  foreign  hotels,  poor  ones  were  often  smuggled 
into  convalescent  homes.  I  have  known  them  die  almost  on  the 
doorstep  of  the  Suffolk  Convalescent  Home,  bringing  with  them 
a  certificate  from  a  reputable  medical  man  that  they  were  suffer¬ 
ing  from  debility  or  weak  chest.  Surgical  tubercle,  involving 
bones,  joints,  and  glands,  has,  owing  to  improved  milk  supply, 
greatly  decreased.  One  of  the  commonest  operations  thirty  years 
ago  was  the  removal,  through  an  incision  right  down  the  neck, 
of  a  festoon  of  tubercular  glands.  The  operation  itself  is  happily 
obsolete,  and  the  whole  treatment  of  surgical  tubercle  is 
radically  altered. 


Prevention  v.  Cure. 

A  great  opportunity  was  missed  when  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  was  before  Parliament.  It  is  based  upon  a 
medieval  conception  of  the  art  and  practice  of  medicine.  It 
ignores  the  causes  of  disease,  dealing  only  with  its  effects. 
Illness  is  to  be  exorcised  by  bottles  of  medicine.  While  the  Bill 
was  in  the  drafting  stage,  I,  presuming  on  a  slight  acquaintance 
with  the  minister  in  charge,  urged  that  the  bill  should  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  district  laboratories  serving  for  investi¬ 
gations,  as  centres  for  consultation  with  experts,  for  the  study  of 
prevalent  diseases,  and  for  the  promulgation  of  the  principles  of 
health.  If  only  one  of  the  millions  now  squandered  in  futile  and 
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delusive  bottles  of  medicine  had  been  devoted  to  such  purposes, 
something  in  the  way  of  insurance  on  national  health  might  have 
been  achieved.  As  the  Act  stands,  it  might  well  be  styled  an 
Act  for  the  endowment  and  perpetuation  of  disease. 

In  that  storehouse  of  wisdom,  Boswell's  Iyife  of  Johnson,  the 
sage  has  some  pertinent  remarks  on  the  question  : — 

“  It  was  a  principle  among  the  ancients  that  acute  diseases 
are  from  Heaven,  and  chronical  ixom  ourselves  :  the  dart  of  death 
indeed,  falls  from  Heaven,  but  we  poison  it  by  our  own  mis¬ 
conduct  :  to  die  is  the  fate  of  man  ;  but  to  die  with  lingering 
anguish  is  generally  his  folly.” 

Wide  as  is  the  reference  to  acute  disease  from  the  truth, 
the  rest  of  the  dictum,  interpreted  and  enlarged  by  our  present- 
day  knowledge,  is  true,  and  is  the  only  principle  upon  which 
national  health  can  be  ensured. 

Prospective:. 

What  have  these  irrelevancies  to  do  with  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  and  its  Board?  The  answer  is  that  we  are  all  engaged 
in  the  conquest  of  disease,  and  that  unless  we  have  some  know¬ 
ledge  of  its  history,  we  shall  fail  in  our  strategy.  Neither  disease 
nor  its  cure  is  static.  While  on  the  one  hand  the  ravages  and 
characters  of  disease  are  ever  changing  and  for  the  most  part 
lessening  and  bettering,  the  art  and  practice  of  medicine  is 
perpetually  gaining  in  knowledge  and  resourcefulness,  and 
modifying  its  methods.  Already  there  have  come  within  our 
ken  physical  powers  and  properties,  whose  potentialities  we  as 
yet  see  as  through  a  glass  darkly.  And  when  we  have  bent 
these  to  our  purpose,  who  can  doubt  but  that  there  are  below 
our  horizon  forces  which  will  some  day  be  seized  and  harnessed 
to  the  service  of  man?  Surgery  as  we  know  it,  will  not  always 
hold  the  dominant  position,  which,  thanks  to  the  immunity 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  genius  of  Uster,  it  has  maintained  for 
forty  years.  Hospitals  will  require  continual  structural  modifi¬ 
cation  to  meet  changed  conditions.  They  can  perhaps  play  but 
little  part  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  but  this  at  least  we  may 
be  sure,  that  no  one  can  pass  even  a  few  days  in  a  well  ordered 
Hospital  without  learning,  as  did  the  cows,  to  choose  the  clean, 
and  reject  the  foul. 

Miss  Codings,  the  Matron,  has  completed  her  first  year  of 
office  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  of  the 
Board  of  Management.  Many  letters  from  patients  testify  to  the 
faithful,  willing,  and  efficient  service  given  by  the  Nursing  Staff 
under  her  direction. 
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Medical  Officers'  Report, 

1928. 


The  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  Cottage  Hospital 
during  1928  was  mo,  of  which  329  were  in-patients  and  781 
were  out-patients. 

Five  hundred  and  forty  operations  were  performed  with 
only  two  deaths,  a  mortality  of  under  \%. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  four  cases  were  examined  in  the 
X-Ray  Department. 

The  best  thanks  of  the  Medical  Staff  are  due  to  the  Matron 
and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  to  the 
excellence  of  their  nursing,  to  which  in  great  part  is  due  the 
excellent  result  of  this  year’s  work.
